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City Council Questions Scott 
On Her Votes on Metro Site

County Councilwoman Audrey 
Scott came to a Greenbelt City 
Council worksession on July 6 
expecting to discuss. the 
Greenbelt Metro Area Sector plan 
and the proposed development at 
the Metro station. Instead she 
spent most of the evening de- 
fending herself to the council 
over actions she had taken re- 
lated to that development. On 
one side of the table sat four 
members of council (Edward 
Putens was absent) seeking ex- 
planations for actions she took 
that were contrary to the 
council’s wishes. She sat alone 
on the other side, but held her 
own in the ensuing discussion. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
started the complaints of the city 
by asking Scott why she had 
voted to support a governor’s list 
of priority projects that included 
building a full interchange at the 
Beltway for access to the Metro 
site right after the city council 
had sent a letter to her expressing 
its Opposition to such an im- 
provement. “We have a planning 


mayor and other members of 
council at some meeting she had 
attended. She stated her belief 
that the interchange was needed 
to keep traffic off of Greenbelt 


streets. “I do not want to see 
traffic coming into 
Greenbelt,” she told the council. 


White admonished Scott that 
she didn’t need to lecture them 
about Greenbelt and traffic, noting 
that Greenbelt had more than its 
fair share of highways running 
through it. Building the inter- 
change will bring more traffic 
into Greenbelt, he contended be- 
cause it would increase the 
amount of development at the 
Metro site. “But not on Crescent 
or Ridge,” 
claiming that her decision was an 
“honest” one made for no other 
reason than to keep traffic out of 
Greenbelt. 

As to acting on the governor’s 
priority list so quickly, she told 
the city council that the list had 
been submitted to the county 
council on a Friday when she was 
away from the office, and she had 
not seen it until the following

“He is developer 
driven,” Roberts said. “If I don’t 
have a chance to talk to you or 
persuade you, then it’s bad. 
That’s what politics is all about,” 
he continued. “We perceive you 
as supporting greater density.” 

Scott responded that she is an 
ally of Hendershot and never 
does anything without first con- 
sulting with either City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin or Mayor 
Judith Davis. Her interest is to 
preserve as much green space as 
possible. She works closely with 
Joe Chang, planning staff mem- 
ber to the Sector Plan Task Force. 
Scott is pleased that she got the 
county to initiate the sector plan- 
ning process, only the second one 
to be done by the county. She 
follows what she perceives to be 
the position of the Task Force 
which includes Greenbelt 
councilmembers and citizens, but 
noted that the group's position 
has changed. 

Davis pointed out that 
Greenbelt’s position had evolved, 
not changed. Greenbelt is not 
anti-development, she said, but 
there aré other factors to consider.

Greenbelt Supports Metro SMA 
But Then Cites Five Concerns

A strongly positive letter by 
Greenbelt Mayor Judith F. Davis 
to Elizabeth Hewlett, chair of the 
Prince George’s Planning Board, 
praised the process used over the 
past almost three years which 


culminated in the publication of 


the Preliminary Sector Plan and 
Proposed Sectional Map Amend- 
ment for the Greenbelt Metro 
Area. According to the letter, the 
city “strongly supports” both the 
plan’s overall vision and its con- 
cept for the core area, that piece 
of land on which the Metro sta- 
tion is located and the adjacent 
A. H. Smith property abutting it 
to the south. 

That vision calls for “a dis- 
tinct, integrated and inviting 
mixed-use community” with a 
“multimodal” traffic system in- 
corporating transit, automobiles, 
and bicycle and pedestrian trails 
to minimize “traffic impacts”; 
preservation of environmental 
features; “environmentally sensi- 
tive development;” and “high 
quality design standards.” 

Within that larger segment, 
which stretches from Rhode Is- 
land Avenue in College Park to 
Kenilworth Avenue in Greenbelt, 
and from Greenbelt Road to 
Sunnyside Avenue, the Core Area 
is “envisioned as a comprehen- 


sively planned, high-quality, 
mixed-use community with inte- 
grated residential, office, retail, 
entertainment, recreational and 
open space uses to create a 24- 
hour, transit-oriented environ- 
ment.” 

But if, as they say, the devil ts 
in the details, an accompanying 
35-page document sets forth the 
city’s “specific concerns” with the 
plan as a whole. These are not 
intended, Mayor Davis writes, as 
expressing Opposition to the plan; 
instead they are offered in an ef- 
fort to “improve” it and thus to 
“improve the quality of life for 
all of us.” 

These concerns are classified 
into five themes: |) that the plan 
is not sufficiently oriented to 
transit, as opposed to automobile, 
access; 2) that the uses envi- 
sioned for the Core Area are not 
truly “mixed,” but segregated into 
a primarily retail component in 
the north section and a primarily 
residential element in the south; 
3) that the plan ignores current 
transportation “challenges” and 
uses “unrealistic transportation 
assumptions”; 4) that environ- 
mental protections are not strong 
enough, especially for the signifi- 
cant wetland area; and 5) that it 
treats existing sections like 
Springhill Lake and Beltway 


Plaza as though they were not al- 
ready developed, thus failing to 
work within the limitations their 
current situations impose. 
Transit-centered Philosophy 
While commending the plan’s 
vision, the city’s critique empha- 
sizes that mere proximity to a 


. transit system does not insure that 


it will be used. In particular the 
city criticizes the location of the 
mostly retail component next to 
the Metro station. Studies across 
the nation have demonstrated that 
residential developments near a 
Station increase its use, the city 
report states, while retail develop- 
ments are automobile-dependent. 

In the design proposed, resi- 
dential areas are sited too far 
away from the station for pedes- 
trian use. At the same time, the 


retail component envisioned calls 


for additional vehicle traffic in 
the form of a Beltway inter- 
change and construction of a pro- 
posed north-south connector road 
through the most environmentally 
sensitive section of the property 
in question. 

Nor does the plan explore the 
impact on the local road system 
(that is, Cherrywood Lane and its 
substandard bridge over the 
Beltway) as the volume of traffic 
increases with the proposed retail

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Council Opts for Executive 
Session on Jaeger Tract

Various and sundry topics 
were discussed at the monthly 
summer meeting of the Greenbelt 
City Council on July 10, some 
with lively debate, including an 
end-of-the-evening discussion re- 
garding the Jaeger tract. All 
councilmembers were present. 

Added to the agenda was a 
City Manager’s Award, presented 
by Michael McLaughlin to Greg 
Varda, Community Center coor- 
dinator, for his excellent work on 
the New Year’s celebration. An- 
other topic came as a request for 
the city logo to be used once 
again for the Outstanding Citizen 
award. It was approved for one 
time only, with council agreeing 
to consider ongoing use at a fu- 
ture meeting. 

Another request, this time for 
an extension on the temporary 
Belle Point sign permit given to 
owner Amjad Khan, generated 
considerable debate between 
Khan and the council. Khan 
contended that he had received 
no notice on any lapse in main- 
tenance of the grounds surround- 
ing the sign, which had been 


~ stipulated as a requirement in the 


original awarding of the permit. 

Kahn also contended that ac- 
cording to his lawyers, the prop- 
erty where the sign is located (on 
American Legion Drive) is desig- 
nated as a state right-of-way and 
not city property. Mayor Judith 
Davis commented that perhaps 


the sign could be placed on pri- 
vate property. In this case, as 
well as that of the temporary per- 
mit previously granted, Kahn 
would have to apply for a permit 
and meet the same guidelines as 
in the temporary permit. 

At one point in the extended . 
debate, councilmember Tom 
White stated, ‘““Mr Kahn, if I may 
use a metaphor, you're digging a 
hole.” In the end, council voted 
4-] to accept staff's recommenda- 
tion to revoke approval for the 
temporary advertising sign, with 
councilmember Alan Turnbull de- 
clining. 

Pool Policy 

In an update on the new ad- 
mission policy to the Aquatic and 
Fitness Center, supervisor George 
Rogala reported that staff has re- 
ceived overwhelmingly positive 
responses from residents and non- 
resident passholders and entirely 
negative responses from daily 
user non-residents. The new 
policy has had the desired effect; 
weekend and holiday non-resident 
attendance has been reduced dra- 
matically from last year’s figures 
of 2,687 to this year’s 345. 
Membership pass sales increased 
from 189 to 191, while non-resi- 
dent pass sales increased from 
112 to 130. However, staff an- 
ticipates that revenue will be re- 
duced by $20,000 from the previ- 
ous year due to this policy 
change.

Two concerns were raised re- 
garding the guest policy. One, 
that each passholder = or 
Greenbelt resident bringing in a 
guest must sign them in and re- 
main in the facility and be re- 
sponsible for the guest at all 
times. The second concerns a 
guest pass for visiting children. 
Councilmember Ed Putens com- 
mented that some accommoda- 
tions should be made for resi- 
dents with grown children who 
are returning to Greenbelt for a 
visit. It was agreed that coun- 
cil would take a look at the 
overall policy for next year but 
will retain the newly-adopted 
policy for this season.

component. 
Metroland Critique 

While endorsing the “open 
public process” used in develop- 
ing the Sector Plan, the city’s let- 
ter contrasts this process to the 
experience of “reacting to pri- 
vately developed plans or special 
interest legislation.’ Though ob- 
lique, this language refers to the 
concurrent enterprise of a consor- 
tium of private developers, 
Metroland LLC, to create an up- 
scale retail mall, later revised to 
a “main street” concept, for the 
same Core Area and to the en- 
abling legislation, CB 35 and CB 
47, that were passed by the 
Prince George’s County Council 
for their support. 

In the introduction, however, 
to the city’s document expressing 
concerns about the sector plan, 
the position concerning the 
Metroland proposal could not be 
more direct. “This, unfortunately, 
is inimical to the best planning 
and design principles,” the report 


‘states, “‘and represents a real bar- 


rier to effective community plan- 
ning to support the optimum vi- 
sion for Greenbelt West.” 


Development of City Response 
Preparation of the city’s re- 
sponse to the Sector Plan pro- 
posal was a joint effort by the 
city council and staff. The draft 
proposal was the work of Direc- 
tor of Planning and Community 
Development Celia Craze, with 
some later fine-tuning by council, 
including comments faxed in by 
councilmember Thomas White, 
who was traveling in Ireland. 
Earlier, White and 
councilmembers Alan Turnbull 
and Rodney Roberts had made 


oral presentations before the . 
- county council on June 19. In 


their respective three-minute 
speeches, White had stressed 
Greenbelt’s support of high qual- 
ity development, such as Capital 
Office Park and the Golden Tri- 
angle, but cautioned against too 


-much “upscale retail.”

Turnbull questioned how the 
expected traffic generated by the 
plan would be absorbed into the 
road system. And Roberts, who

in the county, but felt that it was 
being done without taking into 
consideration some of the con- 
cerns of local municipalities. 
Scott agreed that Greenbelt 
was a key location in the 
county’s plans for economic de- 
velopment. She noted that Vir- 
ginia is getting all kinds of devel- 
opment around its Metro stations, 
but that Prince George’s County 
had gotten very little. The 
county executive and Economic 
Development Commission are 
looking towards getting develop- 
ment at county stations, she said. 
City Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull told Scott that he did 
not feel that the views of the 
Sector Plan Task Force, on which 
he has served, should be relied 
upon. It is not representative of 
Prince Georgians, he said. In- 
stead it is skewed to who was on 
it. Her reliance on that group’s 
thinking instead of the views of 
the elected officials of the city 
causes problems, he felt. 
Turnbull also told Scott that 
putting in an interchange would 
go against a Metro-centered de- 
velopment. Instead, it will be- 
come a vehicle-attractive develop- 
ment. He challenged ridership 
estimates for the development 
that estimated 40% of the people 
using the proposed center would 
ride Metro. In highly transit ori- 
ented communities, the ridership 
amounts to only 20%, he said. 


CB-8 and CB-47 

County Council bill CB-8, 
now pending, would establish a 
Development District Overlay 
Zone (DDOZ) a zoning category 
that would be needed 1n order to 
implement the sector plan. The 
county council, with Scott’s sup- 
port, has placed this bill on hold. 
The city council would like to 
see that bill passed before the 
county council’s August recess. 
Scott said there was no hidden 
motive in the county council 
seeking a delay. There was a 
concern that as written it did not 
fit in with other planning pro- 
cesses, that it was being pushed

Another bill before the county 
council, CB-47, would amend a 
prior year’s enacted bill, CB-35 
that would permit the develop- 
ment of upscale retail commercial 
in a heavy industrial zone with- 
out the need to rezone. The 
Metroland site is zoned heavy in- 
dustrial. CB-47 would permit 
“Main Street” types of develop- 
ment, a new concept for commer-

cial centers, that result in centers 
looking more like old-time, 
small-town downtowns. City 
councilmembers believe that CB- 
47 has been introduced to 
“tweak” the old CB-35 so as to 
aid the property owner in under- 
taking development without 
complying with the sector plan. 
Their suspicion is that CB-8 was 
put on hold so that CB-47 could 
be enacted first. 

Scott said that she considered 
CB-47 to be a good thing be- 
cause it includes a provision 
about municipal review. Davis 
questioned why this legislation 
was needed at this time when 
the sector planning process is 
approaching an implementation 
stage. Scott responded that it 
was needed to address a real- 
ity—the acreage for development 
was reduced because more of it 
is to remain open space and that 
providing for municipal review 
was very much needed. She has 
been assured by the planning 
staff that CB-47 will not com- 
promise the integrity of the sec- 
tor planning process, if it is 
adopted.

only three minutes to speak at a 
recent public hearing on the sec- 
tor plan. The three members who 
attended had anticipated that they 
would be given the customary 
five minutes previously granted 
all elected officials at\county 
council public hearings. How- 
ever, Scott said that it was a pre- 
rogative of the county council 
chair to set time limits, and the 
present chair, Dorothy Bailey, is 
granting all speakers three min- 
utes. Davis noted that when she 
had appeared on behalf of county 
teachers before becoming an 
elected official, it rankled her that 
she got less time than elected of- 
ficials. 

Concluding her time on the 
hot seat, Scott told the council 
that she understood how all the 
actions together had given the 
council the suspicion that she was 
manuevering for the developers, 
and promised to work harder to 
communicate better with the 
council. 

Hanover Parkway Chutzpah 

After complaining about 
Scott’s actions for the better part 
of an evening, the council turned 
around and asked her to do them 
a favor—try to get county funds 
to help pay for the cost overrun 
for repairs of Hanover Parkway. 

The city has begun repairing 
Hanover Parkway in the vicinity 
of Schrom Hills Park. This sec- 
tion of the road was built by a 


. contractor paid for by Prince 


George’s County. In making re- 
pairs, the city found the road to 
be in far worse condition than it 
had expected, driving costs up 
significantly. Wherever old pave- 
ment has been removed, city 
crews found no evidence of. base 
material (gravel or crushed stone), 
only clay. Consequently, the city 
complained to the county public 
works department that the road 
had not been built right and that 
the county should help pay for 
the extra cost. County Public 
Works Director Betty Frances 
Hager, according to city staff, had 
denied the request and claimed 
that the road had been built ac- 
cording to design standards but 
that excessive amounts of heavy 
traffic had pulverized the stone

base and turned it into dust ab- 
sorbed by the clay. 

Scott noted that Hager was 
strong in her opposition and that 
it would be difficult to override 
that decision. However, Scott 
would be meeting with the 
county executive shortly, and 
would be glad to bring the mat- 
ter-to his attention. Some 
councilmembers, however, had 
second thoughts as to whether 
they wished to make an issue out 
of this, considering other matters 
for which they were seeking sup- 
port, and it was decided to recon- 
sider the matter at the next regu- 
lar council meeting. (At the July 
10 meeting, this item was not put 
on the agenda or considered.)

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School Board Beset by Protest 
Over Principal, Music Teachers

Parents, teachers, and students 
rallied outside the Board of Edu- 
cation offices in Upper Marlboro 
on July 6 in two major protests. 
The larger group, of interest to 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) students and parents, 
consisted of 50 concerned persons 
led by the former PTSA president 
Dale Manty and the current presi- 
dent, Allen Elliott. Greenbelt Po- 
lice Officer David Buerger was 
also “here in support of the 
school.” Their main concerns 
centered on the selection process 
for a new principal, as well as the 
reassignment of vice principal 
Reggie McNeill and the cutting 
of 4.5 teaching positions for the 
coming year. 

At the same time, a smaller 
rally was taking place to protest 
the elimination of a vocal music 
supervisory position at the admin- 
istrative level. This would leave 
only one vocal music supervisory 
position to cover all the schools 
in the county. This rally of about 
25 people consisted almost en- 
tirely of teachers, including sev- 
eral well-known to Greenbelt stu- 
dents and parents, Dr. Barbara 
Baker and Judy Moore, who 
comprise the ERHS vocal music 
department, and Yvonne Speight, 
music teacher at Magnolia El- 
ementary School. 

As the time of the school 
board work session drew near, 
participants in both rallies 
crowded into the meeting room 
and sat and stood, holding plac- 
ards with slogans including “Keep 
Mr. McNeill as ERHS VP and 
head of Quest Program,” “Metts 
Must Listen or Leave,’ and 
“Who’s Accountable to Us?” 

ERHS Issues 

Although the ERHS issues had 
not been added to the agenda, it 
became apparent that Dr. Iris T. 
Metts, schools superintendent, 
was aware of the crowd and their 
concerns. She addressed the is- 
sue during her general report 
early in the meeting. Metts re- 
viewed the principal selection 
process and commented that she 
had recommended 55 principals 
in the year she has been in the 
county. She stated that in all 
cases, the person recommended 
by the community/school group 
was the person she recommended. 
There was one exception and that 
was a case in which the recom- 
mended person asked to be cho- 
sen for a different school. She 
also indicated that, to date, the 
committee at Oxon Hill High 
School has not recommended a 
principal and has asked to be 
shown another selection of appli- 
cants. 

Metts recommended and then 
reiterated that

open and the superintendent had 
received the resignation of the 
ERHS principal, Dr. Gerald 
Boarman, very late in the school 
year, Metts stated that they are 
reannouncing the openings. 
Those applicants who are inter- 
ested only in the ERHS position 
and who may not have been on 
the earlier approved list will be 
able to reapply. She concluded 
by stating that she wants to “as- 
sure the Roosevelt community 
that they will be very instrumen- 
tal in the process.” 

Jim Henderson, chair of the 


school board and the Greenbelt , 


representative, asked Metts to 
“bear in mind that ERHS is rep- 
resented by all districts in the 
county” so she should extend the 
community involvement to a 
broader group. 

Because the ERHS issues were 
not on the formal work session 
agenda during the public partici- 
pation part of the meeting, three 
ERHS PTSA members addressed 
the issues briefly under the guise 
of the main topic of the meet- 
ing—curriculum for mathematics

and science. 
Vocal Music 

Vocal music teachers were 
also out in force at the work ses- 
sion but did not address the 
board. Their signs and placards 
showed their displeasure with the 
elimination of one of only two 
supervisory level vocal music 
positions. ERHS is renowned 
for its music department, as well 
as, for science and technology. 
Barbara Baker, head of the music 
department was very animated in 
her defense of musical arts. She 
commented to the News Review 
on studies that show music im- 
proves intelligence, math skills, 
and coordination. She stated, 
“Tt’s really sad” that there will be 
one person administering the vo- 
cal music program for 130,000 
students. 

One of their placards stated, 
“We are the training ground for 
other counties,” referring to the 


movement of teachers out of
